Washington, May 6 —(/P) — John 


L. Lewis's coal miners have be-en 
striking 36 days. 


Yet Lewis still hasn't said, in 


dollars and cents, what he wants. 


This is a new way of bargaining. 


Having set out to try something 
new, Lewis continues to try it. 
The White House says the strike 
has become a "national disaster." 
It gives a gloomy list of indus- 
tries strangling for lack of coal.

Not Lewis. His two

The owners offered a wage raise

Generally, those 
raises have been 18 1-2 cents an 
hour.

Investigation 
ofAlcatraz 
Riot Starts

— A sullen, tense peace reigned 
today over Alcatraz federal prison 
where three convicts In solitary 
confinement awaited possible mur- 
der indictments for their part in a 
bloody mutiny 
which cost 
five 
lives. 


Warden James A. Johnston said 


an investigation thus far has dis- 
closed six ringleaders 
the three- 


clay riot, three of whom were dead 
—the others were in solitary con- 
finement. He said they waged their 
bitter fight with only n rifle, a .45 
caliber colt 
automatic 
pistol, 
a 


knife and a few gas 
grenades. 
They had 50 rounds of ammuni- 
tion for the rifle and 21 for the 
pistol. 


An investigation was under way 
to ascertain how many other con- 
victs, if ,any, were involved. 


At the same time. Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents -loved 
cautiously 
through 
the 
twisted 
steel, uprooted fixtures and bullet-

35 convicts traped in block C dur- 
ing the fighting. 


The trapped convicts protected 
themselves 
during the 
three-day 
seige by lying on the floors of their 
cells and covering themselves with 
mattresses and furniture. One in- 
mate was slightly wounded in the 
firing. 


Doctors who examined the bodies 
of Coy, Cretzer and Hubbard be- 
fore they were taken to the San 
Francisco coroner's office believed 
that Coy and Cretzer were killed 
during the fighting Friday night 
and that Hubbard died early Satur- 
day morning.

Investigation 
ofAlcatraz 
Riot Starts

San Francisco, May 0 — (UP) 


— A sullen, tense peace reigned 
today over Alcatraz federal prison 
where three convicts In solitary 
confinement awaited possible mur- 
der indictments for their part in a 
bloody mutiny 
which cost 
five 
lives. 


Warden James A. Johnston said 


an investigation thus far has dis- 
closed six ringleaders 
the three- 


clay riot, three of whom were dead 
—the others were in solitary con- 
finement. He said they waged their 
bitter fight with only n rifle, a .45 
caliber colt 
automatic 
pistol, 
a 


knife and a few gas 
grenades. 
They had 50 rounds of ammuni- 
tion for the rifle and 21 for the 
pistol. 


An investigation was under way 
to ascertain how many other con- 
victs, if ,any, were involved. 


At the same time. Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents -loved 
cautiously 
through 
the 
twisted 
steel, uprooted fixtures and bullet- 
scarred concrete walls of the pris- 
on in search of evidence which the 
U. S. government plans to lay be- 
fore the, grand jury.

Johnston said that the convicts' 
inability to open an intricate elec- 
tric lock on a steel door leading to 
the solitary cells doomed the plot 
• The bweak started at 2:30 p. m. 
Thursday when Coy overpowered 
Guard Dean Burch of the D block. 
Then in the early minutes of the 
insurrection, he' and Cretzer tried 
vainly to release Rufus (Whitey) 
Franklin, Alabama lifer who 
in 


1939 killed an Alcatraz guard in 
an unsuccessful escape try, and a 
dozen other convicts. They 
were 
locked in the D block. 


"Where's 
W'h'i't'e'y, 
whore's 
Whitey,'' Cretzer screamed as he 
and Coy fumbled with the 
baff 
ling lock. 


"This 
certainly 
louses

up,". Oretzer yelled. "I can't get 
him outi>" 


Cretzer and Coy then tried 
to 


open. a. steel door leading to the 
prison'exercise yard where some 
40 men1 'were enjoying 
a 
brief 
"liberty" under guard. Three keys, 
stolen-'from Guard Burch, failed 
to work this lock. 


"Well, -this is it," Cretzer shout- 
ed, "We're loused up fine now. San 
Francisco is just as far away as 
ever." v. 


It was. at this moment, 
John- 
ston believed, that the ringleaders 
knew that escape to the mainland 
was impossible and so decided to 
"go out'first class" in a 
finish 
fight. 


Johnston paid tribute 
to 
the 


heroism'of the guards, especially 
that of William E. Miller, who was 
wounded during the early stages of 
the riot.'1 Ho refused to surrender 
valuable- keys under torture and 
thus 
thwarted 
the 
ringleaders' 
escape. 


The final assault came Saturday 
morning after grenades had been 
dropped through the roof of 
the 


convict stronghold by guards and 
U. S. Marines called into queel the 
uprisingi 


Assistant Warden E. J. Miller 


ordered^guards to jerk open doors 
leading to the coll blocks and fire 
Shotgun blasts down the corridors. 
Officers worked their way into the 
buildings where they 
found 
the 


bodies of the three slain convicts 
and the -three survivors, and some 
35 convicts traped in block C dur- 
ing the fighting. 


The trapped convicts protected 
themselves 
during the 
three-day 
seige by lying on the floors of their 
cells and covering themselves with 
mattresses and furniture. One in- 
mate was slightly wounded in the 
firing. 


Doctors who examined the bodies 
of Coy, Cretzer and Hubbard be- 
fore they were taken to the San 
Francisco coroner's office believed 
that Coy and Cretzer were killed 
during the fighting Friday night 
and that Hubbard died early Satur- 
day morning.

vity. The reaction usually fades in 
a few hours and completely disap- 
pears in a day or so. 


If persons with hay fever

tested for sensilivily lo all pollen 
known lo be in the air during the 
entire season, they may react to 
many more than are actually the 
cause of their trouble.
